bergh kidnaping and murder. 


Arthur P. Myers said at his home| 


in York, Pa., that he and his asso- 
ciate, Samuel C. Malone, upon com- 
paring the Lindbergh ransom notes 
with specimens of Hauptmann’s hand- 
writing had declined to join the group 
of defense experts waiting to testify. 
“The only reason we are not testi- 
fying,” he said, “is that our findings 
were not favorable to the defense.” 
Malone, visiting in Haddon Heights, 
Camden, N. J., corroborated Myers’ 
“ statement that they had refused £0 
testify in Hauptmann’s defense but 
would not comment upon his asso- 
ciate’s assertion that their findings 
were “unfavorable” to the defense. 
“T refuse at this time,” said Malone, 
“to make any statement that might 
throw a bombshell into the camp of 
the defense.” 
8 Myers, stopping off at his home 
at York before returning to his of- 
5 fices here, explained that he and Ma- 
lone had gone to Flemington, N. J., 
Friday for a conference with Edward 
J. Reilly, chief of Hauptmann’s de- 
fense counsel. When the two left 
Flemington without testifying, Reilly 
said they had asked money to testify 
and the defense had no funds with 
which to pay them. 

“That statement,” said Myers, “is 
all wrong. ... I told him (Reilly) 
that I had incurred some expense and 
I encountered no difficulty in obtain- 
ing money for my expense account.”

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MARKETS SLUMP 
AS ANAIETY RISES 
OVER GOLD RULING 


Stocks and Cotton Join in 
Downward . Swoop as 
Dollar Shoots Up First 
Time in Months. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—()— 
Anxiety over the coming supreme court 
gold decision profoundly disturbed 
world markets today while Washing- 
ton looked forward .to three more 
weeks of uncertainty before the ver- 
dict is announced. 

A — belief prevailed the court 
would seek to expedite its decision, 
but that this period at least must 
elapse. Both financial and legal ex- 
perts here took close note that stocks, 
grains, cotton all joined in a down- 
ward swoop; that the dollar shot up 
for the first time in many months, 
and that dispatches blamed apprehen- 
sion over the gold ruling. 

Fresh developments in the monetary 
and banking field meanwhile intruded 
themselves upon the attention of the 
capital. 

A dozen organizations, most of 
them formed for the avowed purpose | 
of producing inflation, planned to meet 
with senators and house members of a 
like mind tomorrow to see if they 
could not agree upon some method of 
bringing about a cheaper dollar and 
higher prices. 

Interest centered, too, on a double 
visit of Secretary Morgenthau to the 
White House. He called first .with 
Secretary Hull. and-a cotton: expert.

At 4.85 to the British pound, it was 
patent here that. the dollar was far 
above the point at which it - becomes 
profitable for foreign dealers to bu 
gold with it to be sold for dollars. 

Bankers said gold shipments would 
result in heavy losses if the supreme 
court should decide congress exceeded 
its constitutional powers in abrogat- 
ing the familiar contract clause call- 
ing for payment of gold coin or its 
equivalent. 

The court itself remained silent. 
but there were grounds for believing 
it was following a_ well-established 
precedent in doing everything possible 
to expedite its decision. Aside from 
the remote possibility its ruling might 
be handed down next Monday, how- 
ever, it could not thereafter be an- 
nounced until February 4 because of 
an intervening recess.

World Court Adherence 


Chief Executive, Ansions for Showdown on, 


Controversial Issue, Will-Enter Fight 
in Senate Today.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt will enter the 
World Court fight in the senate to- 


morrow through a special message urg- 
ing American adherence to the fa- 
mous international tribunal, it was 
learned at the White House tonight. 

The chief executive was said to be 
anxious for a showdown on the con 
troversial issue which has been pend- 
ing for 12 years. The message, it 
was reported, will be brief. It is ex- 
pected to follow largely the line or 
argument advanced today by Majority 
Leader Joseph T. Robinson in present- 
ing the administration’s side of the 
case, 

In an hour and a half speech, Rob- 
inson declared adherence to the court 
would substitute “right and justice” 
for “force and terror” in settlement 
of international disputes. He denied 
that participation with the tribunal 
would involve entangling alliances or 
that American principles or policy 
would be abandoned thereby. 

Instead, he said, it would demon- 
strate “co-operation in an effort to 
substitute law for anarchy in inter- 
national affairs.’

My Cookery News Notes |

Bditor’s N 
Live agg and Meat Board 


Today I am suggesting that you 
try some kind of a cold meat com- 
bination (a delicious jellied meat 
loaf or meat mousse) for the main 
dish at your next party. Meat dishes 
which you can serve cold may be 
prepared ahead of time and kept in 
the refrigerator. The clever hostess 
is the one who uses her refrigerator 
to every possible advantage. She plans 
her menus in such a way that she 
can spend her time entertaining her 
guests instead of worrying about her 
luncheon. 

After planning the main dish for 
your party. the other foods seem to 
fall into line without difficulty, so 
I’m going to give you several recipes 
for the main dish, any of which will 
be delicious. 

Sweetbreads are always favorite 
delicacies so I’ve selected a sweet- 
bread mousse for you— 

Sweetbread Mousse. 


1 cup hot stock. 

1-4 cup cold water. 

1 pimento, 

1 tablespoon gelatine. 

1 cup sweetbreads 

1-2 cup whipping cream 

Salt 

Pepper 

Soak gelatin ! old water and _dis- 
solve in the hot stock. Cool slightly, 
add sweetbreads, which have been 
blanched and finely chopped. When 
this begins to stiffen, fold in the 
cream, whipped etiff. Decorate a 
mold with pieces of pimento. Pour 
in the sweetbread mixture and set 
aside to chill. When thoroughly set, 
unmold, and garnish with watercress 
and radish roses. 

It may be well if you haven’t used 
sweetbreads often, to know what they 
are, True sweetbreads are the thymus 
glands of a calf or young beef—there 
are two in each animal—one a rather 
round gland, the heart sweetbread, 
and the other, a longer gland, the 
| throat sweetbread. Sometimes’ the 
| pancreas is sold as a sweetbread too 
|—but this organ is not a true sweet- 


Blanching Directions. 

A question which may occur to you 
is about that part of the preparation 
of the sweetbreads called “blanching.” 
This is a sort of pre-cooking operation 
which helps to make the meat firm 
and easier to handle. In blanching 


_sweetbreads, we cook them gently in 


slightly acidulated water, about 1 
tablespoon of vinegar or lemon juice 
to a quart of water will be the pro- 
portion.

Another mousse recipe, which I 
like, uses ham and makes a beauti-

Ham Mousse. 

3 cups boiled ham, minced 

1 1-2 tablespoons gelatin. 

1-4 cup cold water. 

2-3 cup boiling water 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

1-8 teaspoon paprika 

1 cup whipping cream 

Few grains cayenne 

Lettuce 

Mayonnaise dressing. 

Soak gelatin in cold water for five 


minutes. Add the boiling water and 


stir until dissolved. Add ham, pa- 
prika, cayenne and parsley. Fold in 
the whipped cream and pour into a 
ring mold which has been dipped into 
cold water. Set in the refrigerator 
until stiff. Unmold onto a nicely gar- 
nished platter. Gafnish mold _ with 
mayonnaise roses, made with_a péas- 
try tube. 

And here is a recipe for a jellied 
veal mould— 

Jellied Veal. 


8 pounds knuckle of veal 
1-2 cup chopped celery. 
1-8 teaspoon pepper 

1-4 cup sliced carrots 
1-2 medium-sized onion. 
1 teaspoon salt 


Put meat, celery, carrots and onion 
in kettle and let simmer until tender. 
Let the liquid cook down until it 
makes about 1 cup; strain and set 
aside. When the meat is nearly cold, 
cut into tiny cubes; remove the fat 
from the broth. Reheat and stir the 
veal into it, add salt and pepper and 
other seasoning (if desired) and cook- 
ed vegetables, Pack into loaf pan or 
mold. Place a piece of wax paper over 
the meat and on this place a weight. 
Let stand until cold and set. Allow 
3 hours to mold. : 


When you are cooking the veal do 
not allow the water to boil. It should 
just simmer if you want juicy, fla- 
vorful veal for your jellied veal mould. 

Lamb in mint jelly makes an ex- 
cellent dish for the party supper. 
Here is the way it is prepared: 


Lamb in Mint Jelly. 


3 cups cold cooked diced lamb 
2 tablespoons gelatin 

1-2 cup cold water 

12 stalks mint 

1 1-2 cups boiling liquid 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1-4 teaspoon paprika 
Stuffed olives ; 
Mayonnaise dressing 
Green coloring 

Lettuce 


Soften the gelatin in cold water. 
Wash mint, tie in a bunch, and cook 
over the softened gelatin and stir un- 
til gelatin is thoroughly dissolved. 
Add lemon juice, salt, paprika, and 
a few drops of vegetable coloring. 
Cool and when beginnnig to set, stir 
in the diced lamb and turn into one 
large or six small individual molds 
previously dipped in cold water. 
Chill, unmold and garnish with let- 
tuce, stuffed olives and mayonnaise.

Brewster Says Cheap La- 
bor Is Placing Nippon in 
Lead in Cuba, Central 
America, Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Citing 


inroads made in recent years by Ja- 
pan and other competing countries, 
leaders in the textile industry today 
warned southern members in _  con- 
gress that the American cotton goods 
export trade, heretofore an important 
factor in our foreign commerce, is 
faced with extinction unless imme- 
diate and effective steps through gov- 
ernment co-operation are taken to 
preserve it. 

Declaring the public generally is 
not aware of the “desperate situa- 
tion,” Walter S. Brewster, of New 
York, president. of the Textile Export 
Association of the United States, re- 
minded southern leaders that exports 
of American cotton cloth have drop- 
ped from 564,000,000 square yards in 
1929 to an estimated 225,000,000 
square yards in 1934. During the 
same period he said exports of cot- 
ton varn and thread dwindled from 
28,000,000 pounds to less than 8&,000,- 
000 pounds. 

The importance of the situation, 
Mr. Brewster pointed out, lies in 
the fact that more than 12,000,000 
American citizens “are wholly  de- 
pendent on the® growing, processing 
and distribution of cotton for their 
livelihood” and a substantial number 
of these are engaged in the handling 
and production of cotton textiles of 
export trade, which formerly ac- 
counted for seven per cent of the to- 
tal production of cotton goods in the 
country.

First, measures for the protection of 
the position of the American manu- 
facturer in certain markets which 
have always been considered Ameri- 
can markets, such as the Philippines, 
Cuba, Haiti and the Central and 
South American markets, And, sec- 
ond, through the various reciprocal 
trade treaties now being negotiated 
by the state department. 

Outlining major problems of the 
industry and stressing the need for 
government aid, Mr. Brewster has 
sent a review of the situation to con- 
gressional leaders. After reviewing the 
drop in exports and the suggested rem- 
edies the report states: 

“The cotton textile industry was the 
first industry to submit a code of fair 
competition under the terms of which 
more than 100,000 adidtional workers 
were added to the pay rolls, average 
hourly wage rates were increased ap- 
proximately 75 per cent and the work 
week was reduced to a maximum of 
40 hours—thus substantially increas- 
ing the disadvantages under which 
American cotton textiles were already 
competing in foreign world markets 
with foreign manufacturers whose la- 
bor costs were never comparable with 
the American standard. 

“A graphic picture of the extent to 
which natural American markets have 
been invaded by foreign competitors— 
notably Japan, taking full advantage 
of cheaper labor costs, is shown in 
the following comparisons of exports 
of American textiles in 1934 with 
average annual exports during such 
normal years as 1925-1927: 

Philippine Islands, 1925-1927, 89,- 
613,721 square yards; first 10 months 
1934, 40,265,500 square yards. 

Mexico and Central America, 1925- 
1927, 70,961,861 square yards; first

“Prior to 1984 Cuba was the most 
important market in the western hem- 
isphere for American cotton goods and 
Japanese shipments of such textiles 
were negligible. However, early in 
1934 Japanese exporters concentrated 
efforts in Cuba. The ability to make 
quicker deliveries saved: American 
manufacturers a fair share of Cuban 
business in. the first six months of 
the year but latest available figures 
indicate that exports of American cut- 
ton goods to Cuba during the last six 
months slumped to less than one-half 
of the total for the preceding period. 
Actually, the figures show that while 
42,260,400 square yards of American 
cotton goods were shipped to Cuba 
during the first half of 1934, ship- 
ments during the four months, June 
1 to October 81, fell off to only 15,- 
056,200 square yards. 

“Fiaiti is another outstanding ex- 
ample of the tremendous losses sus- 
tained by the American cotton indus- 
dry in Pan-American markets. Dur- 
ing the four or five years previous 
to 1933. an average of 3,500,000 
pounds of cotton were consumed an- 
nually by American cotton goods mills 
in production for expert to Haiti. In 
1929, a total of 14,515,261 square 
yards of American cotton goods were 
shipped to Haiti. Im the first six 
months of 1934 the total of Ameri- 
ean cotton goods shipments to Haiti 
had droped to only 1,798,474 square 
yards. Later in the year Japanese 
eotton goods were arriving in Haiti 
at the rate of 17 packages to one of 
American cotton goods. The situation 
is typical of the experience of Ameri- 
can cotton goods manufacturers and

Already more than half-dozen 
“companies” have been organized at 
‘scattered points over the state pledged 
to support the Square Deal Associa- 
tion in its fight against the dictator- 
ship, and plans were being laid for the 
formation of more. 

While the Long opposition was be- 
ing molded into compact groups un- 
der the leadership of the Square Deal 
Association, parent organization, an- 
nouncement was made in New Orleans 
that Judge A. WL. Ponder Jr., of 
Amite, had formally accepted the or- 
der,the Federal Judge Wayne G. Bo- 


rah dissolving a Long-instituted suit |. 


to tie up New Orleans’ finances. 

Judge Ponder’s announcement was 
made in a brief decision taking offi- 
cial cognizance of the federal court 
order restraining Governor O. K. Al- 
leg and Attorney-General Gaston L. 
Porterie, Long lieutenants, from pro- 
ceeding with the concursus action 
which would have placed the city’s 
funds in the hands of the civil court 
until the legality of all its debts had 
been determined, 

Allen Move Halted.

Mayor T. Semmes Walms- 
ley, Long's bitter political page 
headed off = Allen-Porterie move by 
piaring all of the city’s financial a 

firs in federal court under a 1934 
congressional act permitting munici- 
palities to readjust their debts under 
federal supervision. 

Meanwhile, interest centered on the 
Square Dealers’ demand that Gover- 
nor Allen assemble the legislature be- 
fore midnight tomorrow to repeal the 
dictatorial laws. 

The executive thus far has com- 
pletely ignored the association's ulti- 
matum. and there was no indication 
from the capitol today that the de- 
mand would be met. 

Bpeculation was rife concerning the 
course to be pursued by the square 
dealers in the event the governor does 
net comply with their demands. 

“March on Capitol” Considered. 

There have been reports that a 
“March on the Capital’ is planned 
to “enforce compliance,” but these were 
spiked by square deal leaders almost 
as quickly as they sprung up. 

Chester P. St. Amant, Baton Rouge, 
executive committeeman of the asso- 
ciation, has warned against violence, 
but at the same time issued a call for 
a “determined uprising of Louisiana's 
manhood and womanhood without the 
taint of political factionalism.”

NEEDED LEGISLATION 

The introduction in congress of 
an old-age pension bill by Repre- 
sentatve Ramspeck, calling for the 
appropriation annually of $10,000,- 
000 to be apportioned among states 
having pension laws of this nature, 
emphasizes the importance of legis- 
lation being enacted by the present 
legislature that will enable the state 
to secure a share of whatever fund 
is created by congress for this pur- 
pose. 

Every indication points to the 
fact that the social security legis- 
lation adopted by congress will au- 
thorize state aid, instead of calling 
for the creation of a tremendous 
new federal department to admin- 
ister the new laws. 

The application of the plan will 
probably be simple, and almost en- 
tirely lacking in red tape. It is 
already in use in principle in many 
states throughout the country, 
where the former almshouse sys- 
tem has been abandoned and pen- 
sions for those tunable to support 
themselves, and without source of 
revenue, have been substituted. 

Under the federal aid to the 
States in the matter of old-age pen- 
sions, each county will be in full 
control of its pension system, the 
national government merely con- 
tributing a certain per cent of the 
expenditures authorized for this 
purpose by the local government.

MORE AIR RECORDS FALL 


The. north and south and east 
and west long-distance aviation 
records in America were again 
shattered on Monday and Monday 
night, but so often have these rec- 
ords been lowered within the past 
féw months that announcement of 
the new speed marks» occasioned 
but passing public interest. 

It is only in comparison with 
transportation conditions of the re- 
cent past that the hurtling speed 
of Monday’s cross-country air 
trips can be viewed in their proper 
importance, 

Little more than a decade ago, 
Miami and New York were far dis- 
tant from Atlanta, a trip from 
either from Atlanta’ requiring the 
better part of a day-and night by 
the fastest trains. New Yorkers 
who wanted to go to Miami must 
spend 48 hours on a train or three 
and a half days on board steamer. 
Monday a regularly scheduled 
plane of the Eastern Air Lines, 
carrying 12 passengers and two 
pilots, made the trip’ from Miami 
to New York in six hours and a 
half. Leaving Miami several hours 
after breakfast, these travelers 
reached their destination more 
than 1,200 air miles away in time 
to dress leisurely for dinner. 


The new east-west record was 
made when the intrepid Major 
Doolittle, accompanied by his wife, 
left Los Angeles after dinner on 
Monday night and reached New 
York in time for breakfast—a 
3,000-mile trip that even now re- 
quires three days and nights via 
rail.

The Opening Act. 

The year began with the bloody riots 
in Paris in February. Unable to 
break the democratic regime in France 
by parliamentary procedure, the fas- 
cists launched a campaign of violence 
in the streets. Before that show of 
force, the liberal government of Edou- 
ard Daladier capitulated. The nation- 
alist government, under Monsieur Dou- 
mergue, lasted but seven months. The 
French people rejected Doumergue 
when he began to tinker with the con- 
stitution and took the first step on the 
road to the so-called totalitarian state. 

The second act fell in Austria. There 
the democracy was completely thrust 
into the background by the reaction. 
It’s the middle ages which have slipped 
back over Austria. For a moment the 
civil war in Austria threatened to 
involve the whole of Europe in an 
armed conflict.

YANKEE HUSTLE AND NERVE. 

Two fairly common serious illnesses 
masquerade as “nervous exhaustion” 
in many instances. These are incipi- 
ent pulmonary tuberculosis and ex- 
ophthalmic goitre. Quite frequently 
‘minor ills of divers character are neg- 
|lected or maltreated as “weak nerves” 
or some such thing. 

In America it is a general affecta- 
tion that we live so strenuously, under 
such terrific strain or high tension 
that it is only to be expected that 
something should “snap’ when we 
carry our tremendous responsibilities, 
business cares, domestic diffieulties be- 
yond the breaking point.

We Americans are the world’s cham- 
pion long-distance sitters. Probably 
no other civilized people live as inac- 
tively as we do. Certainly the charac- 
teristic Yankee propensity is to dodge 
honest work, real work. The snobs in 
this country are the class who have 
by hook or crook gained possession of 
enough money to support them with- 
out visible work. Even the worker, 
when he has a holiday, strives to dress 
and appear a snob, or at any rate 
as much unlike a worker as possible.

TALLAHASSEE, Fia., Jan. 15.— 
(P)—Paul H. Doyal, chairman of the 
rgia revenue commission, today 
conferred with Governor Dave Sholtz 
and George H. Wilder, Florida motor 
vehicle commissioner, on a proposed 
reciprocal agreement between Georgia 
and Florida for operation of trucks 
across the state line.

Kameneff, Zinovieff,

MOSCOW, Jan. 15.—(?)}—Leo Ka- 
meneff and Gregory Zinovieff and 17 
persons associated with them, who 
went on trial yesterday at Lenin- 
grad for participating in the counter- 
revolutionary group which inspired 
the murder of Sergei Kiroff, all plead- 
ed guilty today. 

Kameneff, Zinovieff and _ seven 
others of lesser prominence than the 
two famous old bolsheviks -were 
charged, according to the indictment 
made public today, with participating 
in a Moscow secret counter-revolu- 
tionary center. 

The remainder of the defendants 
were charged with participation in 
both Moscow and Leningrad counter- 
revolutionary centers, out of which 
grew the plan for Kiroff’s murder 
last December. 

Kameneff admitted, according to 
announcements officially made, that 
he participated in the Moscow center 
until 1932, and said he did not fight 
with enongh energy against the de- 
composition of the group which grew 
out of a fight within the communist 


party.

“T used all these to form my con- 
clusions,” he said.

POLO SHAKE-UP 
DROPS BiG STARS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—(4)—The 
United States Polo Association today 
ratified a drastic shakeup in the na- 
tional handicap list, including the re- 
moval of Thomas Hitchcock Jr., the 
famous. internationalist, from _ the 
maximum 10-goal rating for the first 
time in 14 years. | 

The handicaps of two western stars, 
Cecil Smith and Elmer J. Boeseke Jr., 
who shared the 10-goal honors with 
Hitcheock in 1984, also were reduced 
in one of the most sweeping revisions 
ever made in the ranking list. Smith 
and Hitchcock, each dropped to nine 
goals, now share the top with Winston 
Guest, who was elevated from eight 
goals on the strength of his sensation- 
al play with the victorious east team 
in last séason’s East-West matches. 


Boeseke’s handicap has been cut to 
eight. goals. 

The ,association’s action leaves the 
polo world without a single 10-goal 
player and marks the first time since 
1916 that America has not had at 
least one man with the maximum han- 
dicap. This country’s high-goal play- 
ers, however, still dominate the inter- 
national list. Only one other. polo 
star, the Nawab of Bhopal, an In- 
dian potentate, is rated as high as 
nine goals. ' 

HITCHCOCK REDUCED. 

Although the ptincipal changes have 
all been forecast, the reduction of 
Hitchcock’s handicap marks a turning 
point in one of the most colorful ca- 
reers in American sport. Although 
not yet 35, Hitchcock has had a 10- 
goal rating ever since he sprang to 
fame in the international cup matches 
of 1921 against England. For five 
of the 18 years during which he en- 
joyed top ranking, he was the only 
10-goal player in America. Two se- 
rious falls, each resulting in a con- 
cussion, cut short Hitchcock’s activi- 
ties in 1933 and 1934. He was un- 
able to play in last year’s East-West 
matches and his competitive future is 
still in doubt. 

The new rankings reflect the east’s 
recapture of playing prestige in the 
victory over the west last Septem- 
ber. In addition to the elevation of 
Guest, two other members of the east 
team, Michael Phipps and William 
Post II, have been raised from seven 
to eight goals each. The fourth east- 
ern star, James P. Mills, remains at 
eight. 

The western roster experienced si- 
multaneous reductions affecting all but 
Aidan Roark, who remains at eight 
goals. Besides cutting down Smith 
and Boeseke,.the association dropped 
Eric Pedley, California star, and H. 
W. (Rube) Williams, the Texas vet- 
eran, from eight to seven goals each.

MOSCOW, Jan. 15.—(#)—A pro- 
longed ovation tonight greeted Joseph 
Stalin’s election as the first member 
of the presidium (controlling commit- 
tee) of the All-Russian Congress of 


Soviets, which opened tonight in the 
great Andrew hall of the Kremlin 
palace. : | : 

Eleven hundred delegates leaped to. 
their feet and cheered the dictator, 
clad in a simple khaki uniform, for 
many minutes, compelling him to rise 
again and again to acknowledge the 
applause. 

Algo elected to the presidium, amid 
unrestrained enthusiasm, were Michail 
Kalinin, president of the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics; Klement 
Voroshiloff, commissar for war and 
navy; Lazare eKaganovich, secretary 
of the all-union council of trade 
unions, and Viacheslav Molotoff, presi- 
dent of the soviet of people’s commis- 
sare. 

Members of the diplomatic corps 
filled the boxes along one side of 
the great hall of the historic Romanoff 
palace, which has been enlarged, all 
gilt decorations removed and the walls 
finished in plain white. 

Delegates representing practically 
all of European Russia, except the 
Ukraine, and Siberia gathered to dis- 
cuss the problems of the various so- 
viets. 

In the Ukraine and in various other 
republics of soviet Russia, meanwhile, 
local congresses were in session in 
preparation for the All-Union Con- 
gress of Soviets to be held in Moscow 
January 2.

CAPITALS OF EUROPE. 
VIII—Copenhagen, Denmark. 

Of all the capitals named before 
in this series, not one is located on 
the séa coast, London, Berlin, Paris, 
Bern, Warsaw, Vienna, Budapest 
and Belgrade are alang the banks of 
rivérs not on the sea. Athens is within 
easy range of the coast, but it uses a 
kind of suburb, the town or city of 
Piraeus, as a seaport.

When we visit the Norse countries, 
however, we find that their capitals 
are close to the sea. Oslo, Stockholm 
and Copenhagen are all seaports, 
Oslo is at the head of a long, nar- 
row bay of the fiord type, and this 
would help prevent an attack from a 
foreign fleet. Stockholm is also guard- 
ed by nature. Boate must pass through 
channels between islands in order to 
reach it. 

Copenhagen, on the other hand, is 
open to easy attack. It is built on 
the edge of an island. Time and again, 


the city has been attacked or bom- 
barded—by the British, the Swedes 


and others. Yet it has stood through 
dangers, and is today an active and 
important place. 

Eight hundred years ago, Cepen- 
hagen was only a small fishing vil- 
lage; but its fine harbor and ite lo- 
cation made it grow swiftly during 
the centuries which followed. Ships 
which sailed the Baltic sea used Co- 
penhagen more and more as a port. 
Today the city has a population of 
three-quarters of a million, counting 
suburbs. The name “Copenhagen” 
came from words meaning ‘“Mer- 
chants’ harbor.” 
~ Denmark is a kingdom, but the 
laws of the country are made by men 
and women elected by popular vote 
as members of the “rigsdag.” The 
rigsdag meets in Copenhagen. It is 
composed of two groups, the “lands- 
thing,” and the “folkesping.””_. : 

Copenhagen has been called “one 
of Europe’s most beautiful cities.” It 
is the home of a very old university, 
and of two famous museums. One 
sight of the town is a spire of the 
Exchange building. It is made up of 
the figures of four. dragons. The tails 
of the dragons come together and 
form the top of the spire. The head 
of one dragon faces north, another 
faces south, and the remaining two 
look east and west. 

A famous Dane who once lived 
in Copenhagen was named Tycho 
Brahe. He was an astronomer, and 
—like Copernicus. of Warsaw—he 
did his work without the help of a 
telescope.

Other factors beside uncertainty as 
to the monetary’ situation and the 
break in cotton and stocks exerted 
pressure on grains. Traders watched 
the sharp 2-cent dip at Winnipeg in- 
tently because the fall of prices there 
to minimum pegged levels aroused 
fears that hedging from Canadian 
sources might occur here. Liverpool, 
Rotterdam and other world markets 
were lower. A decline in foreign ex- 
change also was important market- 
wise. 

New low records for the season 
were established in July and Septem- 
ber wheat, September corn and all 
rye deliveries. May and September 
corn contracts at one time were with- 
ing 1-8 cent of the maximum loss per-

Mild rallies from bottom levels 
occurred before the final bell, but 
most contracts closed near the day's 
low point. ‘Wheat finished 23-4 to 
37-8 cents below Monday’s close, May 
95 to 951-4, and corn was 21-2 to 
4 cents off, May 841-2 to 845-8.

A break in cash corn premiums, low- 
er hog prices and a private estimate 
of 400,000,000 bushels exportable sur- 
plus for Argentina were bearish influ- 
ences on’ corn prices.
